The  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Society  was  called  to  order  by 
President  George  M.  Bogue.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr. 
John  L.  Withrow.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  Secretary  William 
A.  Douglass,  Dr.  H.  B.  Stehman  was,  on  motion,  appointed  Sec- 
retary pro  tern.

Superintendent  H.  B.  Stehman  read  his  report.  Treasurer 
George  W.  Hale  read  his  report.  The  President  then  read  his 
report,  after  which  the  following  resolution  was  offered,  and  on 
motion  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  proper  officers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  Chicago,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  in  sums  from  time  to 
time  not  exceeding  $75,000,  in  the  aggregate,  to  pay  any  in- 
debtedness now  existing,  or  to  be  incurred  during  the  present 
fiscal  year.

Complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  the  Hoard 
■of  Managers  submit  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  the  re- 
port of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1893,  it  being 
the  tenth  annual  report  of  the  managers. 

THE  PAST  YEAR'S  WORK. 
The  managers  humbly  return  thanks  to  God  for  his  mercies 
to  the  Hospital,  and 
while  they  point  with 
pride  to  the  great 
work  accomplished 
during  the  past  year, 
they  are  conscious  of 
the  fact  that  the  Hos- 
p  i t a  1  has  failed  to 
perform  the  good  ex- 
pected of  it,  simply  be- 
•cause  the  Managers 
have  not  b  een  provided 
with  the  means  to  prop- 
•  erly  alleviate  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  sick  poor, 
which  the  needy  of  this 
great  city  press  up  to  our 
-doors. 

The  Managers  ask  the 
members  of  the  Society  hospital  vestibule. 

to  carefully  read   the  reports   of  the  several   departments,  which 
;give  in  detail  the  work  of  the  past  year. 
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2,131  patients  were  treated  during  the  year,  as  against  2,075 
the  year  previous,  and  the  total  number  of  days  of  treatment 
during  the  year  was  72,270,  as  against  62,437    the  previous  year.

The  daily  average  for  the  year  was  198.  The  highest  number 
at  any  one  time  was  236,  and  the  lowest  was  163. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  more  than  10,000  patients 
have  been  received,  and  more  than  one-fifth  of  this  number  have 
been  treated  during  the  past  year. 

The  cost  of  administration  during  the  year  was  $91,144.67. 
For  current  expenses  alone  $85,768.90  was  expended,  making  a 
cost  per  capita  of  $1.17  per  diem,  or  $1.25  for  the  gross  expense 
account.  $60,384.01  was  received  from  pay  patients,  $9,924.83 
from  interest  on  endowment  funds  and  $12,982.64  account  of  an- 
nual beds  and  donations,  leaving  $8,853.09  as  a  deficit  for  the  year. 

The  daily  average  of  endowed  beds  was  61,  while  the  daily 
average  of  free  patients  was  73,  making  26,645  days  of  free  treat- 
ment, and  an  average  of  12  in  excess  of  the  endowments.  The 
condition  upon  which  patients  were  admitted  are  shown  in  the 
subjoined  table:

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It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  table  that  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  patients  were  cared  for  entirely  free,  and  that  the 
charges  of  three-fifths  of  the  remainder  averaged  $1.00  per  week 
less  than  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance,  whereas  the  charges 
for  the   balance,  the   great  majority  of  whom   occupied   private 
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rooms  and  were  provided  with  special  nurses,  without  charge  for 
board,  averaged  only  $4.25  per  week  above  the  daily  cost  per 
capita. 

Moreover,  the  receipts  from  pay  patients  averaged  nearly  S200 
less  per  month  than  the  charges,  so  that  a  further  deduct  ion  of 
over  $2,000  should  be  made  from  the  charges,  as  exhibited  by  the 
above  table.

For  the  past  few  years  the  managers  have  been  very  uneasy 
over  the  location  of  the  boilers  and  engine  room,  and  a   slight 

accident  was 
I!  experienced, 
i  which  warned 
I  the  managers 
that  the  greatest 
danger  existed 
in  allowing  the 
boilers  to  rest 
under  any  part 
of  the  Hospital 
building,  and 
realizing  the 
danger  as  the 
Board  did,  we 
early  last  year 
arranged  to 
erect     a     new 

boiler  and  engine  house,  which  we  did  on  the  rear  of  the  Hermit- 
age avenue  lots,  purchased  during  the  year  1892. 

This  has  been  done  at  a  total  cost  of  about  $23,500,  $19,000  of 

which  has  been 
paid,  leaving 
about  $4,000  yet 
to  be  provided 
for.

REPORT  OF  THE    SECRETARY. 


This  goodly  year  of  '93,  which  is  destined  to  mark  an  impor- 
tant epoch  in  American  annals,  is  the  ninth  year  in  the  life  of  the 
Ladies'  Aid  Association  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  Chicago. 

Our  tender  age  might  seem  to  hint  of  youth  and  weakness 
and  tempt  a  superficial  critic  to  relegate  us  to  the  juniors  of  the 
forces  striving  to  do  something  of  Christ's  work  in  this  land, 
but  g  r  o  w  t  h 
and  power  in 
our  line  have 
other  meas- 
urements than 
time.  We  can 
revert  to  our 
record  with 
r  e  v  ere  n  t 
thanks  an  d 
worthy  pride, 
and  our  suc- 
cesses in  the 
past  presage 
better  and 
greater  things 
for  our  future, 
and  will  be  a  spur  to  continued  and  unremitting  endeavor. 

Our  very  needs  prove  the  enlargement  of  our  borders  and  our 
increasing  opportunities  and  responsibilities,  and  the  hearts  of  all 
the  women  in  the  many  Presbyterian  Churches  of  America  should 
pulsate  with  enthusiastic  desires  to  aid  in  this  effort  to  lift  our 
unfortunate  fellow-travelers  in  life  who  are  falling  by  the  way. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  our  Association  have  been  largely 
attended,  and  the  reports  of  the  various  standing  committees  and 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent  have  stimulated  interest  and  af- 
forded much  valuable  information. 

The  report  of  the  furnishing  committee  gives  a  comprehensive 
statement  of  the  work  in  that  department,  and    the    report  of  the 
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committee  on  delicacies  tells    of  the  generosity    of  the  members 
of  the  churches  in  supplying  tempting  edibles  for  the  inmates. 

The  library  committee  reports  an    increase  of  214  books  dur- 
ing the  past  year.     Fourteen  of  these  have  been  purchased  from 

the  library 
fund  and  200 
have  been  do- 
nated. 

Pamphlets, 
magazines 
and  p  a  p  e  rs 
have  also  been 
contributed 
in  generous 
quant  ities. 
The  growth 
of  the  library 
will  be  shown 
by  the  fact 
that  six  years 

ago  there  were  less  than  300  books  on  hand,  while  at  the  pres- 
ent date  nearly  one  thousand  (1,000)  volumes  are  to  be  found 
upon  the  shelves,  and  this,  despite  the  number  already  lost 
and  destroyed  by  ungentle  usage  during  the  year.

beside  large  contributions  of  needful  articles,  it  was  her  custom 
to  send,  monthly,  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  for  the  com- 
fort and  enjoyment    of  the  little   sufferers.     We  must  also  refer 

with  sorrow  to  the  va- 
cant place  in'  the  band 
of  skillful  physicians 
who  have  ministered  to 
the  patients.  In  the 
death  of  Dr.  J.  S.  Knox 
the  Hospital  lost  one  of 
its  best  and  most  un- 
selfish friends. 

As  substantial  proof 
of   the    increase  in    our 
work   we  note   the    en- 
dowment    of    four    (4) 
rooms    within  the    past 
year — one   by  Marshall 
Field  for  the  use  of  his 
employees,  one  by  Mr. 
Murdoch  in  memory  of 
his  sister,    one    by    Mr. 
T.  C.  P.  Freer  and    one 
by  Mrs.  John  B.  Drake. 
Two  (2)  buildings  have  been  purchased  on  Hermitage  avenue 
— one  for  the  use  of  men  convalescents    and  the  other  for  suffer- 
ers of  pulmonary  affections. 

It  has  been  deemed  expedient  to  largely  extend  the  associate 
membership  of  our  organization.  Firstly,  for  an  increased  reve- 
nue; and  secondly,  as  a  wise  method  of  stimulating  a  widespread 
interest  in  our  work  amid  the  sisterhood  of  the  church. 

Our  efforts  for  the  restoration  to  health  of  the  sick  who  are 
friendless  and  homeless  requires  much  earnest,  patient  and  un- 
selfish labor,  but  it  is  Christ's  work  and  the  key  note  of  its  in- 
spiration, and  of  its  successful  execution  is  to  be  found  in  the 
words  which  have  come  down  to  us  from^His  own  lips:  "A  new 
commandment  I  give,  that  ye  love  one  another,"  and  the  best 
visible  and  practical  expression  of  this  love  is  to  give  ourselves, 
freely  and  willingly,  for  the  physical  benefit  and  spiritual  eleva- 
tion of  those  who  have  been  born  under  less  fortunate  stars 
than  ours.
